About VD —Fourth 


Forum Discussion 


A prominent Bay Area pedia- 
trician. and instructor of public 
health administration at UC feels 
American society cannot instruct 
its youth as to the “right choice” 
regarding indiscriminate sexual 
behavior. 

Rather, Dr. Alberta Parker be- 
lieves educators and public health 
officials can teach that “‘a choice 
must be made.” The study of 
communicable disease should be- 
gin in the elementary school lev- 
el followed by formal secondary 
school instruction as to. the 
causes, prevalence and control of 
veneréal disease. Since there is 
no available immunization for 
syphilis or gonorrhea, VD educa- 
tion is essential. Physicians also 
need to become “more  suspi- 
cious” and be taught about “in- 
timate contact” follow-up, a tech- 
nique employed by local and state 
public health departments. 

Dr. Parker also reported that 
within a nearby East Bay com- 
munity the number of reported 
cases of gonorrhea has doubled 
since 1964, a rate of increase 
amounting to nearly epidemic 
proportions. 

Dr, Parker delivered her ad- 
dress in Albany as fourth in a 
series of five forums sponsored 
by Albany Adult school and the 
PTAs.

The housewife who mixes two 
or more types of cleaners in an 


effort to do a more thorough 
cleaning job may, without realiz- 
ing it, be producing an injurious 
gas. 

This was exemplified -in acci- 
dents involving two housewives 
in separate cases. Both were 
using an ordinary toilet bowl 
cleaner. Not satisfied with the 
| way it was removing stains, each 
one added some household bleach 
and stirred with a brush.| One 
died quickly—the other spent a 
long time in the hospital. 

What had happened in the 
above cases was that a poisonous 
gas.was created when users de- 
cided to mix two or more house- 
hold cleaning agents. Such com- 
binations sometimes give off 
dangerous gases, one of which 
could be chlorine. A safe rule 
to use is to use chemical cleaners 
as the manufacturer directs on 
the labels and to make certain 
that you have adequate ventila- 
tion when using bleaching agents.
